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In  1857  the  undersigned  printed  a  book  of  Family  Prayers, 
compiled  entirely  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
adapted  to  the  four  principal  seasons  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Year. 
That  Book  was  intended  for  my  Parishioners,  was  bought  up 
and  used  by  them,  and  was,  therefore,  never  actually  published. 
We  could  not  then  have  the  daily  worship  of  the  Church,  and 
I  was  anxious,  in  the  best  way  possible,  to  have  the  prayers 
and  instructions  of  the  Prayer  Book  incorporated  into  the 
daily  thoughts  and  habits  of  my  people.  At  the  same  time  I 
felt  that  next  to  the  Church,  by  divine  appointment,  is  the 
Family,  every  father  of  which,  in  a  subordinate  sense,  is  the 
Priest  of  God  in  his  own  household,  and  hence  that  its  worship 
is  much  more  sacred  and  divine  than  that  of  any  of  the  Con- 
venticles  of  mere  human  origin. 

But  there  was  one  serious  objection  to  my  Book,  as  deeply 
felt  by  myself  as  by  anyone,  viz.:  that  many  of  the  prayers 
were  consecrated  in  our  affections  to  the  special  offices  of  the 
Church  and  could  not  be  changed  or  altered  without  a  shock  to 
our  feelings  of  propriety  and  reverence. 

In  the  present  edition  of  the  Family  Altar  all  this  has  been 
changed,  for  though  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  been 
freely  used,  yet  the  objectionable  features  are  removed  and 
their  place  supplied  by  the  best  selections  I  have  been  able  to 
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make  from  Bright,  from  The  Treasury,  and  from  such  Divines 

as  Goulburn,  Andrewes,  and  Taylor. 

The  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Collects  of  the  Church  are  first 

printed  for  easy  reference  and  daily  use.    The  Introduction  on 

The  Family  and   the  Home  is  here  retained,  as  printed 

thirty  years  ago,  not  because  it  could  not  be  much  improved, 

but  because  I  am  not  now  well  able  to  revise  it,  and  more  than 

all  because  it  identifies  the  Book  with  my  dear  old  Parish  of 

Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  Ohio.

Home. 

A   TRUE   CHRISTIAN   HOME. 

"  France  needs  a  Washington"  said  Lamartine.  "France 
needs  a  people"  was  the  reply  of  one  of  her  orators. 
"  France  needs  mothers"  was  the  yet  more  profound  remark 
of  Madame  Campari  to  Napoleon.  May  we  not  add,  as  the 
great  need  of  our  day,  and  even  of  Republican  America — 
fathers,  and  mothers,  and  sacred  homes  ?  Fathers — not  merely 
the  sires  of  a  progeny,  who  recognize  in  marriage  only  a 
civil  contract,  and  nothing  but  the  legalized  union  of  the 
sexes,  but  fathers  whose  hearts  respond  to  the  fact  that 
holy  matrimony  is  a  divine  institution,  the  ordinance  of  heaven, 
the  blessing  of  Paradise  before  the  fall,  an  emblem  of  the  love  of 
Christ  to  His  Church,  and  who  therefore  recognize  in  the 
depth  of  its  meaning  and  designs,  a  sacred  and  unfathomable 
mystery,  making  them  the  representatives,  to  each  one  of 
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their  children,  of  the  Great  and  Eternal  Father  of  us  all. 
Mothers — not  merely  those  who  have  no  higher,  or  purer, 
or  better  affection  for  their  young  than  that  which  the 
animal  instincts  afford,  but  mothers  who  understand  that 
"the  Church  is  in  Christ  as  Eve  was  in  Adam,"  to  use  the 
language  of  the  judicious  Hooker,  and  who,  therefore, 
recognize  in  themselves  a  type  of  this  relation,  to  whom 
God  has  spoken  as  by  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh  He  spake 
to  the  mother  of  Moses — "  Take  this  child  and  nurse  it  for 
Me"  Homes — not  a  mere  collection  of  individuals,  bound 
together  by  no  other  ties  than  those  of  mutual  interest  and 
consanguinity,  in  which  the  members  are  boarders  until 
such  time  as  they  can  provide  better  for  themselves,  or  as 
long  as  the  law  requires  ;  but  homes  that  are  all  that  the 
Almighty  designed  our  homes  to  be — God's  household,  God's 
Church,  God's  family,  and  a  blessed  type  on  earth  of  the  family 
in  heaven — God's  Temple,  in  which  the  husband  and  wife  are 
"  the  Priests  of  God,  declaring  to  one  another  and  to  the 
world  by  their  union,  the  mysterious  power  and  the 
mysterious  wisdom  of  the  Almighty,  and  manifesting 
forth  the  glorious  fact  that  there  is  upon  earth  holiness, 
reverence,  worship  and  affection,  altogether  independent  of 
self." 

THE   HOUSEHOLD    OR    PATRIARCHAL    PRIEST. 

In  such  a  home  the  father  rises  up  to  the  dignity  of 
his  position,  as  the  Priest  of  God  in  his  own  house,  and  he 
shrinks  not  from  the  discharge  of  its  sacred  duties  in  offer- 
ing up  the  daily  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise.  In  such  a 
home  the  mother  cannot  be  contemplated  apart  from  the 
father,  for  they  are  both  one  in  office  to  the  family,  and 
both  essential  to  its  perfect  discharge.     What  is  lacking  in 
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one  is  made  up  by  the  other.  The  father  speaks  with  au- 
thority, the  mother  is  the  softening  medium  to  divest  that 
authority  of  terror,  and  make  it  effectual.  "  The  father 
instructs,  the  mother  instils;  the  father  commands  the  reason, 
the  mother  moves  and  influences  the  instinct ;  the  father 
may  finish,  the  mother  must  begin  ;  the  dominion  of  the 
father  is  over  the  head  ;  the  empire  of  the  mother  is  over 
the  heart." 

A    RESPONSIVE    LITURGY. 

In  such  a  home  there  must  be  a  responsive  Liturgy, 
having  its  confessions  of  sin,  its  petitions  for  mercy,  its 
thanksgivings  for  blessings  received,  its  acknowledgments 
of  providential  guidance  and  love,  its  recognitions  of  the 
unity  and  brotherhood  of  the  Church  ;  its  prayers  for  the 
penitent,  the  prodigal  and  the  outcast ;  its  supplications 
for  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.  And  at  the  same  time, 
the  language  of  this  responsive  Liturgy  must  be  so  plain, 
earnest  and  familiar,  as  to  be  adapted  to  the  capacities  of 
all ;  and  yet  so  dignified,  impressive,  elevated  and  solemn, 
as  to  command  the  reverence  of  the  wisest  and  the  affec- 
tions of  the  best. 

THE    ORATORY. 

In  such  a  home  it  would  be  a  great  blessing  to  have 
an  Oratory — a  consecrated  place  of  prayer — having  its  Fam- 
ily Altar,  its  Family  Bible  and  Record,  its  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  and  Domestic  Liturgy,  its  select  Library,  its 
Christian  emblems  and  mementos,  its  recorded  texts  of 
Holy  Scripture  meeting  the  eye,  and  its  evidences  of  sacred- 
ness  and  consecration  to  the  purposes  of  devotion.  And 
most  extraordinary  is  it,  that  our  Christian  men  of  wealth, 
when  they  are  designing  and  building  their  palaces,  so  sel- 
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clom  think  of  the  Oratory — tfie  pZace  0/  prayer.  They  pro- 
vide in  their  houses  for  every  convenience  and  every 
luxury  ;  they  know  the  importance  of  having  Cia  place 
for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place,"  and  yet  they 
too  often  forget  the  God  Whom  they  profess  to  adore  ; 
they  provide  no  special  place  in  their  houses  for  His  wor- 
ship, to  which  their  best  affections  may  cling,  where  the 
family  altar  may  be  raised,  and  on  which  the  daily  sacri- 
fice of  prayer  and  praise  may  be  offered  ;  all  this  they 
leave  to  accident  and  chance,  and  thinking  that  God  may 
be  worshipped  anywhere  and  in  any  place,  they  adopt  a 
course  the  result  of  which  is,  that  He  is  scarcely  wor- 
shipped at  all  in  the  family  and  in  the  closet.  Let  no 
one  misunderstand  these  remarks.  Such  an  Oratory  as  m 
here  contemplated  is  not  an  absolute  necessity,  so  that  the 
not  having  one  is  any  excuse  for  the  omission  of  prayer. 
For  God  can  be  as  truly  worshipped  in  the  hovel  as  in  the 
palace,  in  the  crowded  street  or  upon  the  open  field  as  in 
the  most  magnificent  cathedral.  But  we  are  local  beings, 
and  are  much  influenced  by  local  circumstances  and  asso- 
ciations. Hence  the  importance  of  having  some  conse- 
crated place  of  prayer,  not  only  for  the  public  worship  of 
the  Church,  but  for  the  private  worship  of  the  family,  and 
to  which  any  member  of  the  family  may  at  any  time  resort 
for  sacred  devotion.  Our  Saviour  evidently  had  some  such 
place  in  His  mind  when  He  said,  u  When  thou  prayest, 
enter  into  thy  closet ;"  for  the  word  here  translated  "closet" 
does  not  mean,  as  is  generally  supposed,  a  mere  private 
apartment,  but  it  means  that  very  place  for  private  and 
secret  prayer  which  every  Jew  had  in  his  house.  And 
then  we  have  the  example  of  our  blessed  Lord  Himself, 
who  had  not  only  His  consecrated  words,  but  His  conse- 
crated place  of  prayer. 
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FESTIVALS    AND    FASTS. 

In  such  a  home  there  must  be  its  festivals  and  fasts,  its 
days  of  rejoicing  and  its  days  of  sorrow ;  its  birthdays  of 
nature,  its  birthdays  of  grace,  and  its  birthdays  of  glory, 
and  also  its  catalogue  of  departed  Saints  whose  affection- 
ate words  and  names  will  ever  be  cherished  in  the  mem- 
ory ;  and  perchance  its  catalogue  of  martyrs,  too,  in  those 
who  have  suffered  and  died  in  defense  of  the  household  ; 
and  possibly  its  heretics  and  schismatics  in  those  who 
have  presumed. to  divide  and  to  rend  asunder  ;  and  its  re- 
turning prodigals  in  those  who  have  found  out  at  last  that 
"there  is  no  place  like  home,"  and  who  have  been  re- 
ceived and  welcomed  back  with  kisses,  and  open  arms,  and 
tears  of  joy. 

ITS    INDESTRUCTIBILITY. 

Such  a  home  can  never  die.  It  is  as  indestructible  as 
the  heavens  ;  and  though  its  members  one  after  another 
may  disappear  from  the  eye  of  flesh,  yet  they  all  live,  and 
must  be  eventually  garnered  up  in  the  everlasting  home 
of  the  skies.  Can  it  be  otherwise?  Is  not  such  a  home  a 
type  of  heaven  ?  Have  not  the  members  a  bond  of  union 
stronger  than  death?  And  having  been  one  in  spirit  and 
in  communion  with  God  in  the  Church  militant  on  earth, 
must  they  not  forever  be  one  in  spirit  and  communion 
with  God,  in  the  Church  triumphant  in  heaven?  We 
wonder  not  that  Mr.  Evans,  in  his  Rectory  of  Valehead, 
where  the  true  Christian  home  is  more  particularly  and 
beautifully  described,  should  exclaim,  "  Merciful  God  ! 
what  a  sanctuary  hast  Thou  provided,  what  a  city  of  refuge 
hast  Thou  ordained  in  the  Christian  home  !  " 

* * 
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ITS    BLESSING,    AND    HOW    TO    BE    OBTAINED. 

Who  can  doubt  that  the  possession  of  such  a  home  is 
the  greatest  of  all  blessings?  I  am  sure  there  is  no  father, 
having  the  thoughts  and  feelings  and  affections  of  a  father, 
who  must  not  desire  it  for  himself  and  his  children. 
There  is  no  mother,  having  a  mother's  undying  love,  who 
must  not  long  for  such  a  home,  that  she,  and  all  that  she 
holds  dear,  may  be  sheltered  in  it,  and  feel  themselves 
secure  in  Christ.  There  is  no  son  or  daughter,  or  living 
man  or  woman,  in  whose  heart  the  sentiments  of  the  father 
and  the  mother  do  not  find  a  joyous  response,  and  who 
have  not  all  their  lives  long  been  yearning  and  panting  for 
some  such  ante-type  of  heaven  and  fountain  of  bliss. 
But  what  shall  be  done?  How  can  the  members  of  every 
family  in  our  parish  obtain  the  blessings  of  such  a  home? 
Now,  I  apprehend  the  first  thing  to  be  done,  is  to  open 
our  eyes  to  the  strange  and  painful  condition  of  society 
in  this  respect,  and  to  confess  our  own  sinfulness  and  guilt 
as  u  particeps  criminis." 

THE   SOCIAL   AND    DOMESTIC   EVILS    OF   SECTISM. 

We  all  acknowledge  that  husband  and  wife,  parent  and 
child,  brother  and  sister,  are  the  dearest,  the  tenderest,  the 
most  sacred,  and  the  most  important  of  all  the  relations 
of  life.  We  know  that  all  other  human  ties  may  be  weak- 
ened or  trifled  with,  or  even  severed,  without  any  material 
injury  to  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  man  ;  but  that  these 
cannot  be  rudely  touched,  nor  much  less  broken,  without 
the  most  disastrous  results,  and  results  as  lasting  as  the 
soul.  But  what  are  we  doing?  We  are  encouraging  and 
countenancing  an  utter  and  entire  alienation  in  that  only 
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element  which  can  heal,  and  soften,  and  subdue,  and  knit, 
and  bind  our  families  together.  We  think  it  no  sin  for  the 
husband  to  be  of  one  faith,  and  the  wife  another ;  the  parent 
to  be  of  one  faith  and  the  child  another ;  and  the  different 
members  of  the  same  family,  instead  of  thinking  and  act- 
ing as  the  members  of  one  body,  to  be  thinking  and  acting 
as  members  of  various  bodies  ;  as  though  Christ  was  di- 
vided, and  the  Church  an  apple  of  discord,  instead  of  a 
bond  of  union.  Such  is  the  actual  state  of  society,  fos- 
tered, encouraged,  and  even  justified  by  professing  Chris- 
tians. Such  is  an  illustration  of  the  horrible  evils  of  Sec- 
tarism,  as  exhibited  around  us,  rending  first  the  Church,  and 
then  the  family,  and  thus  sorely  felt  in  cdl  the  departments  and 
relations  of  life.  Can  this  be  right?  Plainly  not ;  for  under 
the  Old  Testament  Dispensation,  religion  was  hereditary 
and  trans  missive — the  covenant  of  God  included  in  its  prom- 
ises both  parents  and  children,  the  family  ties  were  bound 
together  by  the  bonds  of  this  religious  covenant,  and  from 
that  time  to  the  present  the  Jews  remain  an  eternal  mon- 
ument of  that  strengthening  and  cementing  influence 
which  their  religious  unity  exerted  upon  all  the  domestic 
relations  of  life.  And  so  under  the  dispensation  of  the 
Gospel  ;  I  see  not  how  it  can  be  doubted  that  the  Church 
of  God,  as  one  body,  and  yet  Catholic,  was  intended  to  act 
as  a  bond  of  union  between  families,  and  between  the  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  same  family,  uniting  them  more 
closely  together,  making  them  more  affectionate,  more  sym- 
pathetic, and  more  happy  in  each  other,  and  thus  destroy- 
ing those  feuds  and  animosities  which  different  religious 
sects  and  parties  are  calculated  to  produce.  No  matter 
what  might  be  their  various  dispositions  and  tempera- 
ments, and  mental  habits,  yet  in  this  "  grand  concern,"  the 
most  momentous  and  the  most  lasting,  the  Almighty  man- 
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ifestly  intended  that  they  should  have  one  common  bond  oj 
union,  sympathy,  and  love,  never  to  be  broken — "  one  lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism/'  Such  was  undoubtedly  the  design, 
and  such  must  eventually  be  the  result,  when  all  the  vari- 
ous inventions  and  experiments  of  human  reason  shall  be 
fully  tried,  and  man  shall  come  back  from  his  wanderings, 
and  God  shall  "turn  the  hearts  of  parents  to  their  children, 
and  of  children  to  their  parents."  Let  us  not  be  unwilling, 
then,  to  open  our  eyes  to  the  actual  condition  of  society, 
as  existing  around  us  and  among  ourselves,  nor  to  confess 
our  own  sins  as  partakers  of  the  guilt.  Let  us  remember, 
it  is  not  in  sectarism,  not  in  rending  asunder,  but  in  the 
Church  of  God,  rightly  understood,  that  the  blessings  of  a 
true  Christian  home  can  alone  be  secured. 

THE  CHURCH  AND  THE  HOME. 

Yes,  it  is  only  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  as  members 
of  the  body  of  Christ,  that  parents  and  children  can  be  the 
recipients  of  one  and  the  same  Baptism;  that  they  can  be 
worshippers  of  one  and  the  same  Lord;  that  they  can  be 
confessors  of  one  and  the  same  faith — the  same  which  was 
from  the  beginning,  is  now  and  ever  shall  be  ;  that  they 
can  have  their  minds  and  hearts  imbued  with  the  same 
devotional  thoughts,  feelings,  sentiments  and  affections ; 
that  they  can  have  their  souls  changed  into  the  same 
divine  image,  from  glory  to  glory  ;  and  so  a  bond  of  union 
be  established,  which  no  earthly  disasters  can  possibly 
destroy,  and  which  shall  carry  the  line  of  religious  identity 
from  generation  to  generation.  But  you  observe  that 
there  must  be  parental  fidelity,  as  well  as  filial  obedience, 
and  the  one  cannot  be  expected  without  the  other.  For, 
if  the  father  breaks  the  bond  of  union,  then  will  it  also  be 
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broken  by  the  child;  and  if  the  father  despises  the  Church 
and  her  ordinances  as  a  bond  of  union,  then  will  they 
also  be  despised  by  the  child,  and  thus  the  breaking  of 
God's  covenant  will  be  sure  to  be  followed,  sooner  or 
later,  by  the  breaking  of  the  covenant  of  man  ;  and  they 
who  are  not  one  with  God  in  His  household,  cannot  long  expect 
to  be  one  with  each  other  in  the  household  of  man. 

THE    RESOLUTION    OF    JOSHUA. 

Finally,  to  have  a  true  Christian  home,  every  father 
of  a  family  must  come  to  the  resolution  of  Joshua ;  not 
as  a  mere  resolution  to  be  made  to-day  and  broken  to- 
morrow, but  as  an  abiding  principle  of  action, — "  as  for 
me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord" 

You  will  observe  that  Joshua  does  not  meanly  and 
cruelly  divorce  himself  from  his  family  and  dependents ; 
but  like  a  man  and  a  father  who  is  a  father,  knowing  and 
understanding  his  position,  and  feeling  its  responsibilities, 
he  goes  before,  sets  an  example,  takes  the  lead,  and  nobly, 
bravely  and  magnanimously  says:  "As  for  me  and  my 
house."  But  you  observe  that  he  speaks  not  only  for 
himself,  but  for  every  member  of  his  household,  as  one 
with  them  in  an  indissoluble  union,  and  as  feeling  that  in  the 
worship  of  the  only  living  and  true  God,  there  must  be 
no  division,  no  separation,  no  divorce.  But  how  is  this  ?  Has 
the  father  a  right  thus  to  speak,  not  only  for  himself,  but 
also  for  his  children?  Manifestly,  he  has  not  only  the 
right,  but  it  is  his  bounden  duty  thus  to  speak,  as  realizing 
the  solemn  truth  that  they  are  one  with  himself, — one  tree 
expanded  into  several  branches, — one  body,  of  which  he  is 
the  head  and  they  are  the  members,  and,  therefore,  as  in 
human  law  he  is  responsible  for  them,  much  more  must 
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he  be  responsible  in  that  law  which  is  divine.  Their 
destiny  is  in  his  hands.  Awful  power !  Tremendous 
responsibility  !  No  wonder  that  some  parents  deny  it 
and  strive  to  banish  it  from  their  minds.  But  the  effort 
is  suicidal ;  God  will  hold  them  to  it ;  and  as  well  might 
they  attempt  to  sunder  themselves  from  their  own  con- 
sciousness of  thought  and  action. 

THE   MEANING    OF   THIS    NOBLE   KESOLUTION. 

But  what  does  this  resolution  mean? — ''As  for  me 
and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord?  "  All  its  meaning 
would  require  volumes  to  unfold.  Does  it  mean  that  he 
intended  to  use  brute  force  to  compel  them  to  serve  the 
Lord?  Surely  not;  for  that  would  fail,  and  drive  them 
farther  from  him.  Does  it  mean  that  he  intended  to  be 
cruel,  and  morose,  and  supercilious,  and  fault-finding,  and 
censorious  ?  Surely  not ;  for  such  conduct  on  the  part  of 
Christian  parents  has  brought  even  the  Christian  house- 
hold into  contempt.  Does  it  mean  that  he  intended  to 
abandon  them  to  choose  for  themselves  whether  they 
would  serve  God  or  no?  Impossible;  for  as  well  might 
he  abandon  them  to  choose  their  own  father  among  men, 
as  to  choose  their  own  God  among  gods.  But  in  this 
resolution,  the  father  speaks  as  a  father,  as  a  friend,  as  a 
guide,  as  an  instructor,  as  an  exemplar — as  the  Priest  in 
his  own  house  ;  as  knowing  that  this  family  are  one  with 
him,  that  he  has  already  their  sympathies,  affections,  and 
hearts,  and  therefore  that  what  he  does  they  will  do,. 
cheerfully  and  gladly ;  and  then  he  has  faith  in  God,  Who 
has  promised  to  bless  the  faithful  use  of  all  the  means- 
of  grace.  What  does  the  husbandman  mean,  when  he 
says  that  his  shall  be  a  field  of  wheat  ?     He  means  to  say 
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that  he  will  sow  wheat,  and,  though  he  depends  upon  the 
dew  and  the  rain,  and  the  sunshine  of  God's  blessing,  yet 
he  knows  that  the  seed  sown  decides  the  character  of  the 
harvest,  and  so  the  father  knows  the  character  of  the  har- 
vest which  he  himself  has  sown  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  his  offspring. 

THE    OBJECT    OF    THIS    BOOK. 

Now,  dear  brethren,  it  is  to  help  those  of  you  who  are 
Christian  parents,  in  one  of  your  most  important  duties  as 
the  Priests  of  God  in  your  own  house,  that  this  little  vol- 
ume of  Family  Prayers  has  been  compiled.  There  are 
many  other  similar  works,  but  none,  within  my  knowledge,, 
which  is  derived  so  entirely  from  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  and  from  the  Ancient  Collects  of  the  Church.  My 
heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  is  that  it  may  help  you 
to  realize  the  blessings  of  a  true  Christian  Home.

Give  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  thankful 
hearts  for  these  and  all  Thy  mercies,  that  we  may  not  be 
taught  the  value  and  number  of  Thy  blessings  by  being 
deprived  of  them  ;  but  in  their  constant  use  and  enjoy- 
ment may  praise  Thy  mercy  and  goodness,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  to  Whom  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,, 
be  ascribed  all  honour  and  glory,  world  without  end.   Amen. 
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
